WEST  COAST  ITEMS. 

—  The  Chilian  government  sent  i.ooo  liras 
(Ubres  or  pesos?)  !■»  the  relief  ol  the  homeless  in- 
habitants of  Guayaquil. 

—A  Valparaiso  telegram  of  the  iSlh  announces 
the  sliipwreck  of  the  Lamport  &  Holt  steamer 
Chantrey  in  the  vicinity  of  Quirteros.  The  crew 
was  saved  but  the  cargo  is  a  total  loss, 

—A  Santiago  telegram  of  the  17th  says  that  it  ii 
calculated  that  the  national  guard  can  count  on 
500,000  men  which  can  be  rapidly  mobiliied.  This 
ireaiis  one  man  out  (jf  every  six  in  the  total  pop- 
ulation, which  may  be  considered  purely  vis* 
ionary, 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  13th  insL 
says  that  ihe  Argentine  government  had  resoiveij 
tn  send  10,000 pitislt as  (pesos?)  in  gold  to  the 
Guayaquil  sufTerers,  The  ladies  of  Buenos  Airci 
are  also  asking  for  contributions  for  the  same  char* 
liable  object. 

—A  Guayaquil  telegram  of  the  iSth  says  that 
the  distrihution  of  relief  to  the  victims  of  tlie  re- 
cent  disastrous  fire,  has  begun.  The  greater  part 
ol  the  victims,  however,  prefer  money  to  any  other 
form  of  relief.  This  certainly  does  nut  sound  well. 
The  victim  of  a  calamity  which  has  deprived  him 
ol  house,  food  and  cloihing,  should  not  insult  the 
charity  wliich  offers  him  food  and  clothing  by  say. 
ing  that  he  prefers  money. 

—A  Lima  telegram  of  the  14th  says  ihe  chamber 
of  deputies  had  approved  Ihe  civil  inaniage  project, 
and  that  its  supporters  had  been  ciieered  liy  the 
popuhtce.  The  law  simply  permits  civil  marriage 
before  the  municipal  alcalde,  and  makes  no  pro. 
visions  regarding  the  religious  ceremony,  which 
stands  as  before.  It  appears,  therefore,  to  be 
nothing  more  than  a  provision  lor  celebrating  the 
marriages  oi  non-caliiolics,  or  those  who  do  not 
wish  to  have  the  religious  ceremony. 

—On  Ilie  early  morning  of  the  81I1  inst.  the 
Utiiish  str.  Saltmn,  homeward  bound  from 
Iquique,  ran  down  tlie  Italian  baik  Tomassiita 
Meltd  some  20  miles  southwest  ol  RIt>ntevideo. 
The  bark  was  at  anchor  and  had  her  liglits  out. 
The  coUisiiin  caused  the  immediate  sinking  of 
the  bark,  but  no  lives  were  lost.  The  Saltran, 
which  seems  lo  have  been  guilty  ol  very  reckless 
navigation,  did  not  stop  to  pick  up  the  crew, 
but  reporied  the  accident  on  arrival  at  Monte- 
video. 

— Yesteiday's  telegrams  announce  tlie  deslnic- 
tion  by  fire,  on  Tuesday  night  and  Wednesday, 
ol  the  greaier  part  of  Guayaquil,  the  principal 
port  of  the  republic  of  Ecuador.  The  fire,  wliich  is 
said  t'»  be  due  to  incendiaries,  broke  out  to  the 
north  of  tlie  mole,  and  favored  by  the  wind  grc- 
dually  spread  to  the  centre  ol  the  cily.  Am- 
ongst the  buildings  destroyed  are  the  customs 
deposit?;;  the  Ecuador,  International,  Nacional 
and  Guayaquil  banks;  all  the  consulates,  the 
principal  shipping  agencies,  two  ctiurches,  and 
an  cnoimous  number  of  wholesale  stores,  shops, 
indusitial  establishments  and  dwelling  houses. 
Some  50  persons  perished  in  the  flames  and  sev- 
eral  thousand  families  are  left  homeless  and 
destitute-  The  material  losses  are  calculated  at 
80  million  sucres.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  city 
has  twice  before  been  destroyed  by  fire,  in  the 
previous  ceaiary. — Montevideo  Times,  Oct.  9. 

— The  terrible  fire  at  Guayaqtiil  was  extin- 
guished  on  Thursday  afternoon,  having  lasted 
two  days  and  a  half.  80  blocks  Or  "squares"  of 
houses  in  the  most  important  part  of  the  town 
are  destroyed.  The  gnvernmeiit  is  taking  en- 
ergetic steps  to  relieve  the  distress  occasioned, 
and  promises  the  sufferers  work  in  rehailding  the 
ruined  quarter.  It  is  confirmed  that  the  fire  was 
caused  intentionally,  and  one  of  the  incendiaries, 
Juan  Tello,  was  shot  after  a  summary  trial. 
Others  arc  in  custody.  The  fire  hai;  interrupted 
the  presidential  eleclion  which  was  about  10  com* 
mence.  —  Montevideo  Times,  Oct.  lo.

In  districts  liavlnf?  the  necessary  iacinn 
10  make  them  first  class,  the  plant  will  bc- 
t;iu  10  fliiwer  from  eighteen  to  iwynty 
monllis  afiet  transplanting,  and  the  tliiid  to 
foiiTtli  year  of  growth.  In  districts  less 
ft^rtile,  the  pl^iit  does  not  flower  until  the 
second  year  after  transplanting,  and  in  very 
poor  ones,  until  ihe  third  year.  In  low 
places  ^w\  districts  of  an  elevation  less  than 
1,200  feet  above  the  sea  level,  ihe  trees  be- 
gin to  (lower  in  the  month  of  January  and 
ihe  (lowering  season  lasts  until  March.  In 
medium  high  places,  as  early  as  Fidiniary 
the  colTee  twigs  begin  to  break  ont  into 
small,  white  blooms,  and  by  July  they 
will  be  in  the  green  berry. 

In  districis  of  rLbt)ui  4,-^00  or  4.500  feet 
altiiude,  the  iree  is  still  (lowering  as  late 
as  June  and  July.  In  lower  elevated  pla- 
ces, ilie  fruit  begins  lo  mature  about  .Sep- 
tember, and  by  the  end  of  October  all  the 
berries  are  ripf,  but  in  sections  o{  medium 
lieisht,  the  iiicking  usually  bugins^  in  No- 
vember and  l;isis  until  the  end  of  Eebruaiy 
or  March.  \\'hen  the  berries  have  :i  deep- 
red  color,  or  nearly  red-hlnck,  they  are 
picked  separately  by  hand  and  dropped 
into  a  small  bug  about  18  inches  square, 
suspended  from  the  neck  oi  the  picker  ; 
when  full,  the  bags  are  emptied  Into  bas- 
kets measuring  from  50  lo  75  pounds, 
which  are  placed  at  intervals  in  the  path  of 
the  pickers.  The  qnickest  and  most  pre- 
ferable way  to  gather  the  crops  is  lo  spread 
cloths  beneaili  the  trees,  and  liavc  the  berries 
shaken  into  ihem.  In  wet  weather  the  ber- 
ries should  not  be  allowed  to  get  overripe. 
The  crop  is  generally  gatlicred  by  women 
and  children,  who  are  paid  25  cents  per 
basket,  eicli  l)!isket  producing  from  lo  to 
r5  pounds  of  clean  coffee.  Ab(jut  3  bush- 
els of  berries  can  he  |iicked  by  a  gotul  wor- 
ker in  a  day,  and  this  quantity  will  yield 
about  30  pounds  of  dry  culTee.

The  old  mclhod  oi  iiiei-arin-  ih- eolTee 
ffir  matkel  is  slill  in  vooue  among  tli;- na- 
tives. The  fruit  gathered  dining  the  <lay 
i.s  placed  on  liiin  matting,  not  piled,  as 
that  would  produce  ferinenialion  of  the 
])ulp,  the  nioistnie  of  wliicdi  would  destrov 
the  bright  color  of  die  berry  antl  uun  it 
black.  The  next  day,  after  the  mi<t  h\?, 
tlisappeared  aiiti  tlie  sun  comes  oni  in  iis 
full  vigor,  the  cuntenis  t-f  the  niaLs  are 
emptied  on  "ihe  diving  yard.  Tl)c  v.ird 
sliould  be  niatle  of  stone,  coviTed  with  a 
coating  ol  moriar  (line  ami  s.inl  ,  built 
slii|)ing,  so  thai  the  water  can  run  o(f  ipbck- 
Iv  ;ind  the  yard  not  be  damp  when  ihe  cnf- 
lee  is  out  to  dry.  Wliile  the  berries  are 
tiul  on  the  (bsiiig  yard,  they  ^n-  luiucd 
over  two  or  tluec  Umes,  mi  ihit  the  ravs  ol 
llie  sun  will  |ilti\'  o\'er  their  wind.-  surface. 
When  liie  wuallier  does  nut  pt-rmil  oiiiside 
drying,  a  large,  well-veniilaied,  aiul  oif 
room,  with  a  paved  dtior,  is  used.  The 
abi;ve  operatiini  is  performed  for  several 
days,  until  llie  berry  is  thoroughly  dty  : 
then  follows  ll.iiling  and  treading  out  the 
grain  from  the  dry  husks  with  the  feet. 
'I'he  last  cleaning  of  the  beny  by  ihe  iiil- 
ives  is  accomplished  by  placing  the  berries 
in  a  large  mortar,  made  of  earth  or  hollow- 
ed from  a  log,  thoroughly  beaten  and 
worked  with  an  Immense  pestle  or  maul. 
After  the  husk  has  been  thorouyiily  beaten, 
it  is  separated  from  ihe  chill'  by  being 
poured  from  a  basket  held  on  the  shoulder 
to  a  malting  on  the  ground,  the  chaff  being 
blown  from  it  as  il  falls  by  the  winds  and  a 
strong,  rapid  fanning  from  a  large  palm- 
woven  fan,  operated  by  the  oiher  hand  0! 
die  cleaner.  Tlie  above  system  will  lio  for 
persons  of  limited  amount  of  capiial,  small 
plantations,  and  places  inaccessible  to  ma- 
chinery. 

The  process  is  not  very  satisfactory  in  its 
results,  as  the  grain  is  apt  lo  be  injured, 
and  the  operation  is  slow  and  expensive. 
U  would  jusdfy  the  planter  Co  buy  hand 
machinery,  il  his  means  and  the  size  of  his 
]ilantation  will  not  allow  him  to  go  into 
tlie    business   on  a   larger   scale.     A  siua'd 
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pulper,  huller,  and  separator,  capable  ol 
lurning  oiii  iiaily  between  1,500  and  2,000 
poiuuls,  cin  be  purchased  in  tlic  United 
States  (or  S250  [United  States),  with  an  ad- 
ditional cost  uf  $250  (Mexican)  for  ireigbt 
and  dntii's. 

For  niBikeLing  the  coflee,  the  bean  is 
classified  Into  "caiacolillo,"  first  and  second 
clabS,  anil  packed  in  bai:^s  of  150  ami  2 
pounds,  the  tighter  sacks  containing  the 
best  f^nuies;  however,  the  good  planters 
store  their  coflee  unhiilled  [ca/g  en  pet^a- 
miiio\  after  being  perfectly  dried.

the  country,  luit  such  as  prevails  on  plan- 
tations where  nil  operations  are  conducted 
by  experienced  manitgers,  and  with  a  view 
of  obtaining  the  highest  results  possible 
under  well-systemized  and  organized  direc- 
tion. 

Of  course,  coffee  can  be  planted  and 
brought  lo  bear  in  the  manner  usually  em- 
ploytjd  in  most  old  districts,  and  perhaps  a 
trifle  cheaper  than  here  esiimated,  but  the 
results  are  far  from  being  as  good,  either  In 
ilie  early  niatiirily  of  the  trees,  or  In  tlie 
finality  of  the  cu'fTee  produced,  or  in  tiie 
duratiun  of  the  productive  Hie  of  the  plant. 
The  cost  and  product  are  only  l)rouglu 
down  to  the  end  of  the  fouriii  )'ear,  after 
which  a  much  larger  crop  may  be  counted 
on  with  regularity,  while  under  the  present 
system  of  cultivation,  diere  is  a  good  crop 
one  year  and  a  lesser  one  the  ne.Kt. 

SECTIONS    lIKST   SUITKU   TO    COFl'KE    GROWING. 

It  is  supposed  by  many  that  the  whole  of 
jMe.\icn  Is  adapted  to  die  growing  of  cofTee; 
that  Is  a  mistake,  The  northern  part  of  the 
re[)ul)lic,  situated  outside  of  the  tropics,  is 
tt-mperate  and  pioduces  the  vegetation  pro- 
per to  that  zone  ;  the  suuihern  part,  which 
'ies  between  14°  30'  and  20°  30'  north  lat- 
itude, may  jusdy  be  called  the  hot  coun- 
try, the  colTee-producing  country,  as  a  rule. 

Not  all  the  places  found  In  the  torrid 
zone  are  adapted  to  the  development  ol  the 
coffee  tree.  Coffee  may  be  profitably  grown 
at  an  elevation  from  800  to  900  meters 
[about  2,700  teetj,  but  beyond  1,000 
lers  it  does  not  produce  enough  to  justify 
its  cultivation.  Coffee  grows  well  at  Oi 
zaba,  but  not  beyond  toward  the  Ciiy  of 
Me.\lco,  which  is  182  miles  northwest  and 
at  an  elevation  of  7,500  feet.  The  climate 
in  the  coffee- producing  regions  is  generally 
pleasant,  not  too  liot  or  too  cool.  The 
nights  are  especially  pleasant  and  refresh- 
ing, arising,  it  may  be,  from  the  peculiar 
formation  of  that  country  and  the  constant 
interchange  of  air  currents  from  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico,  the  Atlantic  and  Pacllic  oceans. 
The  production  of  coiTee  here  is  like  that 
of  other  crops  in  the  United  Slates,  govern- 
ed by  the  season,  soil,  and  cultivation.

TffE  LATE  ARCunrsnor. 

The   lit.  U.in.    and  Most  Kev.   ICibvar* 
Benson.   1).    n..   Lord  Archbi^hnp  of  Can 
Primate  of  All  England  and  >feir..nnliian,  died  of 
an   npiipleclic  strnke    whilst  celebvaling    (he  com- 
munion in  Ilawardcn  chinch  on  Sunday  the  lltli 
inst.  ' 

The  deceased  prelate  was  horn  at  Hirmincham 
on  Ihe  i^th  Jnlv  1829,  was  educated  at  Kinir 
luUvard's  schoiil  in  that  city,  and  entered  Trinity 
Collef:c,  Cambridije,  where  he  disliiitjuislied  him- 
self hy  tnltini;  a  1st  class  and  was  senior  opiiomc. 
After  a  sliorl  period  as  a  master  at  Rnyhy,  he  was 
appointed  tlic  ist  hca.I-masier  of  Welliniilon  Col- 
lejie  in  1S58,  winch  was  .siiccecrled  by  a  t:ha])lnincy 
to  the  Qneen  and  then  by  a  canonry  and  ehancid- 
lorship  of  Lincoln  Cathedral,  lie  was  selected  in 
lS;6  to  be  ihe  firsl  IhOinp  of  Tmro,  and  was  con. 
.secrated  the  following  year.  Hereby  his  energy 
and  l;ict  he  madediis  mark,  and  almost  entirety  by 
his  own  elToils  coltectcd  over  2"i20,ooo  fnr  Ihe 
erectinti  of  the  catln^ilral,  whicli  was  consecrat.'d 
as  icrenllv  as  Inst  year.  The  beautiful  cathedral 
one  of  Ihe  finest  if  not  the  lincsl  work  of  Sir 
Aillmr  I'earsnn,  R,  A.,  is  ahne  a  momiment  to 
the   A-chbishnp. 

On  Ihe  de^ith  nf  Archbishnp  Tail  in  1882,  he  was 
translated  lo  llie  pnmacy,  and  was  enlhioned  iviih 
ureal  reremony  in  1883.  He  struck  the  key-nmc  of 
Ins  pnmacy  when  he  said  at  his  enlhtonemenl  thai 
he  Wiuildlryinwalkinthe  footsteps  nf  ihe  maityidi 
Lnii.i,  He  siirree-Ied  in  suppressing  the  I'ilujil  prn.s. 
ecnlinn,.^  in  Knulrnd,  and  llicrebv  annulled  Id^ 
pre.Ici'essor'.s  "public    worship  re|;ii!fliioi,    act." 

Perhaps  Ihe  nmBt  inipoitant  event  of  his  tenure 
of  the  see,  waslhe  liial  of  the  Hisliop  of  Lincoln, 
wliich  lOfdc  place  some  few  years  aRu  in  the  lilirnry 
of  T,amheth  P.dace  befoie  the  ArchhiOiop  and  his 
suffraL'ans.  It  was  Ihe  first  Hme  that  an  Arch- 
hisho|i  had  ever  summoned  a  liislmp  in  I'lnaland 
for  a  litual  ofTence,  and  the  Hishop  was  acquitted, 
with  the  exception  of  two  minor  poiiiif.

/■|5,ooo  a  ycir,  bul  the  income  is  almul  /;io,ooo 
with  iwo  palaces,  one  al  J,ambclli  and  llie  other 
at   Addiiiglon   in   Surrey.

limited,  that  one  small  lelograin  fniin  a 
com |iii rati vely  unknown  person  (o  The 
Tniiex  in  regard  to  a  severe  commercial 
crisis,  is  potent  enough  (o  threaten  the  wliole 
coiinlry  with  ruin.  Had  SwITt  written 
an  accoinit  of  what  has  jtisl  occiirrei!  il 
would  have  been  classed  as  one  of  iiis  l)C,=;L 
satires,  but  no  one  would  have  ihouf^ht  it 
possible  in  real  IKe.  Even  now  we  can  not 
help  doubling  what  has  really  occurred. 
And  for  those  who  have  kept  their  heads, 
t!ie  question  must  have  occurred  more  than 
once  whether  the  press  and  a  part  of  the 
population  oflhi.s  capital  were,  not  actually 
bereft  of  all  reason.  A  plain  statement  of 
llie  case  is  as  follows  :

This  tolvL;r,ini,  whicli  was  based  nn  cuneiit 
kuowk-d^e  and  eviilence  atid  was  jusiilied 
by  repealeil  pulilic  stab-inciiis  in  cmigress, 
in  the  pr<>ss,  and  by  business  men  on  eveiv 
hand,  seems  to  have  .struck  l.diiddii  at  a 
sensitive  lime,  There  was  au  immediate 
fall  ill  llraztliau  securities,  and  il  was  lele- 
praphed  out  ihai  it  would  he  impossible  to 
negotiate  ecilain  loans  just  at  present. 
(")n  the  ninvnini:  of  the  nth  the  Jonuil  do 
Commeirio  published  a  cable  liispuidi  in 
regard  In  llm  Times  ttdc{;iam  autl  its  elTecis 
on  Urai'.ilJan  securities  in  T.ondoit,  and 
with  it  the  lolhnving  siguirteant  and  mi- 
premeilitated  etlitorial  cnniinent  :

His  excellency  and 
those  who  belong  10  his  |Miliiical  school  may  he 
dcvoied  scrveis  of  the  counlry,  liui  iheii  ilevoiion 
lescmbles  thai  of  die  wolf  ol  the  fable  which  to 
rtlieve  a  frii-nd  of  a  temporary  inconvenience 
crushed  tiis  skull. 

'the  siinatinn  of  itiis  and  other  markets  of  the 
republic  is  tiail,  nor  is  it  possilde  lor  the  stale  of 
trade  ami  imiu,iiy  to  he  favnrable  in  a  country 
violeiuly  agiinted  with  sudcUn  and  reckless  le^is- 
laiiye  cliaiines  iiml  by  cxtravai^atit  and  Unconnecl- 
rd  fiscal  schemes  wliich  we  have  so  frcqueniiy  cri- 
ticised. 

'!his  crisis,  however,  will  not  be  insuperahle, 
just  as  other  crises  have  nol  been,  if  prudence,  tact 
and  a  proper  com|>reliension  of  llie  country's  wants 
heller  inspire  legislators  who  frame  the  budgets 
and  (Icvi-e  the  schemes  nf  la>:aiiiiit.

Joryial  ilo  Coiniiiercio,  Oct,  ir. 
This  was  written  before  the  editor  of  the 
Jonial  do  Commcrcio  had  discovered  the 
enormity  of  the  oli'ence,  or  before  he  had 
realized  his  personal  interest  in  the  matter. 
This  discovery  was  apparently  made  on  the 
13111  for  on  the  nmrniiig  of  the  14th  the 
usually  placid  colutnus  of  that  journal 
fairly  brislled  with  indignation.  The  tele- 
gram 10  7he  Tiiiu'x  was  leprodnced  and 
llie  editor  of  The  Rio  News  was  accused  of 
being  its  author.  On  the  following  day 
even  gieaicr  space  was  given  lo  the  subject, 
and  the  editor  of  a  |iaper,  which  by  its 
position  and  imjiMriaticc  ought  never  to 
comproini.se  lis  difiiiity  and  fairnfs.s,  de- 
scended t(i  llieusc  (ifabtisive  cpiihets,  false- 
linod  and  all  the  tricks  of  an  unscrupulous 
rontroversialist.  (.:iider  ihe  leadership  of 
josc  Carlos  Rodrigties,  the  said  editor  of 
the  Joriial  do  Conimercio,  other  native 
journals  joined  in  a  ch*  rus  of  diuinnciation 
and  slander.  Two  hysinical  deiaili^s  then 
solemnly  called  the  ailiMiUnn  id'  the  cham- 
ber to  the  alleged  atnick  iijioii  die  goud 
name  and  credit  of  ihe  couuiry.  And  the 
almosl  mianiinous  opiniim  was  that  liie 
editor  of  The  Rio  News  should  be  expel- 
led from  the  country,  lie  was  accused  of 
defamali<in,  bad  faith,  systematic  hostility 
to  the  country,  etc.,  and  lie  was  covered 
with  such  choice  epithets  as  miseravel,  in- 
so/ente.  and  all  diat.  No  one  thought  of 
asking  lor  proofs  o\  the  a.sseition  that 
Mr.  I.amonrenx  is  the  Times  correspon- 
dent, or  that  die  objectionable  tclegiam 
had  been  correctly  lepmduced.  In  fact,  so 
conip!,etely  had  the  cliauvinist  elements, 
led  b)  the  Jornal  do  Cojiuncnio,  lost 
their  senses  that  they  consideied  notiiing 
but  theii  insane  desire  to  gel  rid  of  a 
journalist  who  had  the  audacity  to  publish 
abroad   th:    unfavorable   siUiation  of   the 
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countiy.  Aiitl  llicir  dinior  was  cvl'ii 
ecliut^d  ill  llic  KKtvc  councils  of  state  wlieiv 
il  is  saiil  ihai  expulsion  was  ai  first  decided 
upcn,  iind  tlieii,  alter  a  liillc  more  tcllcc- 
tion,  il  was  resolved  mit  to  expel,  but  10 
sulijoLt  Iiiiii  to  the  rack  and  screw  of  ii 
police  iiiuiirpgalion.

And  so  on  through  a  very  considerable  list. 
Add  to  this  the  general  increase  in  ihe 
charges  fur  storage  and  labor,  and  we  liave 
an  increase  in  taxation  which  can  not  f,til 
to  be  a  serious  inconvenience  at  the  present 
moment.  It  is  quite  time  that  congress 
.adopted  some  rule,  forbidding  the  intro- 
duction of  tariff  changes  in  revenue  bills. 
If  the  tariff  requires  changes,  let  it  be  cim- 
sidered  deliher.ilely  ami  thronsh  the  me- 
dium of  a  special  bill.  To  make  the  pas- 
sage of  the  regular  annual  approiiriation 
bills  dependent  upon  the  adoption  of 
.burdensome  taxes  to  prtimole  private  job- 
bery, is  grossly  dishonest.  Let  us  hope  the 
senate  will  reject  every  provision  to  that 
■end,  even  though  it  iniy  .wholly  defeat  the 
;  of  the  bill. 


On  the  l6lh  instant  the  editor  o(  this 
journal  was  summtmed  to  appear  at  the 
central  police  station  "to  give  information."

Mr.  Lamoureux  at  cince  de- 
clined to  answer  the  question,  and  lor  tire 
leason  that  as  he  was  being  threatened  wilh 
expulsion  from  the  country,  whith  arbitrary 
act  he  intended  to  contest,  he  is  entitled  to 
his  defence  and  c.uld  not  iheielore  answer 
any  question  which  might  prejudice  ttiat 
defence  The  case  was  then  laid  before  Ihe 
thief  of  police,  to  whom  Mr.  Lamoureux 
made  the  same  statement,  adding  that  in 
case  the  authorities  insist  upon  an  investi- 
gation he  would  be  compelled  to  request 
the  privilege  of  empl.-ying  legal  advice. 
The  chief  responded  ih.tl  the  matter  was 
not  so  serious  as  to  require  the  services  ol  a 


lawyer,  an.l  lint  ihe  government  tloes  luu 
inedil.tle  ant  such  step  as  that  of  ex|)ulsion 
lidtn  the  c.iuntry.  He  had  simply  sutn- 
unined  I\lr.  Limoureux  to  declare  whether, 
nrnol,  he  is  the  TlMr'j  coriespuutienl,  itliii 
if  so  whtt  basis  he  hati  lor  the  telegram 
sent  to  bondiin  in  regard  to  die  commercial 
crisis,  which  lelegiani  lie  characleii/eil  as 
delamatoiy.  Mr,  Lauuiiiie.ix  tlenievl  that 
repioditciitg  news  lioni  Hrazilian  m-ws- 
pap.^rs  cotisliitiles  tlefimatioii,  ami  slaletl 
tlltl  as  the  Jfininl  tio  C^'mmacio  had  itc- 
ciist'd  him  of  being  the  Turns  corresptin- 
dent.  let  the  etiitor  of  that  paper  come  for- 
ward with  his  proofs.  It  is  maiiileslly 
liiiftir  to  expect  him  to  be  both  defemlaiu 
and  witness  in  iic.ise  involving  such  serious 
ctittseqm-nces  ut  hitnself.  Mi,  Lamoureux 
also  aildfd  that  as  editor  ol  The  RL'  Nras 
he  is  compelletl  to  take  his  iiiforinatittn 
largely  frtan  Urazilian  newspapers,  auti  he 
Ir.ul  always  ilone  this  in  peifecl  good  fiith. 
More  than  that,  he  had  resided  here  sonrc 
19  years  and  had  important  interests  in  the 
c.itilitiy,  which  rendeied  it  ■ib,inrd  that  he 
siiotild  be  an  enemy  ol  the  countty,  as 
alleged.  After  some  further  discussion  the 
chief  urged  that  he  couiti  then  have  no 
.ibjectioii  to  declaring  liiinself  a  friend  t.) 
lliazil  and  as  the  author  of  no  attacks  uptin 
that  country.  Mr.  Lainottrciix  assented  to 
this  anil  stated  that  iie  coiiUl  declare,  if 
that  woultl  be  satisfactory,  that  he  is  the 
author  of  no  defainatoty  teiegranrs  or  false 
news  in  regard  to  lirazil,  and  that  his  jour- 
nalistic work  hatI  been  always  baseil  upon 
-slatetnenls  ptiblisiied  in  the  Brazilian  press 
wliicb  hail  been  nsetl  in  perfect  good  faith. 
'I'his  statement  was  accepted  and  the  in- 
terview terminated.  In  conclusion,  we 
may  say  that  we  do  not  at  all  understand 
the  purpose  of  this  interview,  nor  do  we  see 
that  anything  has  been  gained  by  it.  The 
summons  was  irregular,  as  diere  is  no  law 
10  justify  it.  The  liberty  ol  the  press  is 
guaranteed  by  the  constitution,  and  by  the 
"same  organic  law  the  foreigner  is  invested 
with  all  the  privileges  enjoyed  by  the 
native  citizen.     

OUR  TRANSCRIPTIONS. 
The  transcriptions  which  we  publfsh  to- 
day in  another  coluinn  show  that  Ihere  was 
ample  lonndation  for  the  telegram  sent  to 
Till  Times  and  for  the  statements  published 
in  these  coluinns  in  regard  to  the  com- 
mercial crisis  in  this  city.  No  one  really 
denies  the  existence  of  such  a  crisis,  tliongh 
some,  for  reasons  best  known  to  themselves, 
are  seeking  to  show  that  the  reports  arc 
exaggerated,  and  that  they  were  made  with 
the  object  of  deliberately  injuring  the  coun- 
try.- We  do  not  deem  it  advisable  to 
Interview  business  men,  nor  to  publish  the 
npinioiis  one  hears  on  every  side,  for  the 
siiii|)le  reas.m  that  in  the  present  hysterical 
tonilition  of  a  partol  the  native  press  and  the 
antagtniistn  shown  by  the  authorities,  such 
a  course  would  serve  to  injure  them  more 
Ihan  it  would  do  us  good.  The  simple 
fact  remains,  however,  that  not  only  do  the 
iranscriptions  elsewhere  published  prove 
ihe  existence  of  a  serious  crisis,  but  it  is 
confirmed  by  every  business  man  in  this 
city  and  by  hundreds  of  private  telegrams. 
We  have  inventtd  no  false  reports  on  this 
subject,  and  we  live  shown  no  ill-will  in 
publishing  the  statements  made  by  others. 
And  that  the  sources  of  a  part  of  our  in- 
formation may  be  better  appreciated  abroad, 
we  shall  now  take  the  liberty  to  describe 
who  and  what  they  are  ;

The  installaiion  is  connected  with 
tlie  water  5up|ily  of  the  factory  and  with  an  autom- 
alic  alarm  having  a  balanced  valve.  Should  ihe 
smallest  escape  of  water  occur,  llirough  a  spiinkler 
commencing  to  work,  or  otherwise,  the  iialance 
bcmg  disturbed,  opens  the  valve  and  causes  a 
stream  of  water  to  diive  a  small  water  wheel  which 
rings  a  loud  and  continuous  alarm  on  a  gony  con^ 
nected  with  it  ;  this  alarm  continues  whilsl  the 
escape  of  water  lasts.

The  process  is  loo  expensive  and 
long-winded,  andcreditorsseldomgei  any  dividend.

THE   COMMERCIAL  MEETING.

1  wo  resolutions  were  presented  f,,r  considera- 
tion in  tlie  sense  that  a  pelition  should  be  present, 
ed  10  Ihe  nalional  congress  prolesling  againsl  Ihe 
adopuon  of  certain  disposilions  in  the  revenue  now 
under  liiscusslon  in  the  chamber.  The  resolution 
presenled  by  the  directorate  also  urged  that  the 
commission  of  merchanls  appoinled  to  accompany 
the  elaboration  of  that  liill  should  continue  its  la- 
bois,  and  the  government  is  asked  to  give  due 
altenlion  lo  ihe  report  which  this  commission  has 
presented,  which  was  published  in  the  Jmwl di 
Ummtrao  m  September  27th.
